farmers now making plans for the 
1937 crop season are advised by 
the rural economics department, 
Ohio State university, that 
the 


supplies of corn and wheat on 


rms January 1, 1937, were the 


lowest for that date of any year 
of the 11 for which records are 
available. 


Corn stocks in the United States 


were 810 million bushels, which 
was 3 per cent below the previous 
low point in 1935 and was 42 per 
cent below the stocks one year 
ago. The west north central states 
show the greatest drop in corn 
stocks; while Ohio haa 71 million 
bushels, slightly more than the 
average for all years but a third 
less than one year ago. 


Attractive 
prices 
have 
been 


largely responsible for the close 
marketing of wheat from 
farms 


where it was produced. Farm 
stocks of wheat on January 1, 
1937, stood at 129 million bushels, 
which was 21 p«r cent below 1936 
and 42 per cent below average. 
Ohio wheat stocks were 26 per 
cent lower than one year previous- 
ly.Supplies of oats in the United 
States were more than 200 million 
bushels below average on January 
1 and were 284 million bushels less 
than one year ago. 
Ohio had 28 


per cent less oats than in 1936 and 
35 p_e_r_c_ent less than the average 
stock for January 1. 


Reports on January 1 showed 


that $w 1937 acreage of early po- 
tatoes for commercial 
purposes 


will be 18 per cent larger than 
in 19S6. 
Shipments of potatoes 


from southern states reach Ohio 
between March 15 and August 7, 
so that a large early crop will 
mean increased competition for old 
potatoes that were carried over.

NAVAL BUILDING PROGRAM HIT 


WASHINGTON—The Navy's 
big 
ship- 
" building program is in serious danger of 
being hit by a crippling sit-down strike. 


In this instance, however, it is not the 


workers who are threatening to strike, but 
the employers. Manufacturers supplying 
Navy shipyards with steel for new war- 
ships have notified the Government that 
they will stop further shipments unless the 
Walsh-Healey Act is suspended. 


This law applies the 40-hour week to all 


work done under government contract. The 
steel magnates claim that their production 
schedules are geared to a 48-hour work 
week, that they can't produce steel under 
the Walsh-Healey Act. They demand that 
the provision in the statute empowering the 
Secretary of Labor to suspend its operation ! 
in cases of emergency be put into effect. 
I 


Otherwise, they warn, they will sotp 
I 


filling government orders for ship-build- ; 
ing steel.

Navy yards have only a month's supply 


of steel on hand. If the manufacturers 
should go through with their threat it 
would mean that the Government's whole 
naval construction program would be for- 
ced to a standstill early next month. 


At a conference between Secretary Per- 


kins and Assistant Navy Secretary Edison 
it was decided to appeal to the steel union 
to agree to a three months suspension of 
the law. 


Whether the union will accept such a 


plan is highly doubtful. The organization 
is now under the banner of John L. Lewis, 
and that embattled labor leader is in no 
mood to make concessions to the steel mo- 
guls. 
They have been waging a furious 


fight against his unionizing activities in 
their plants, and Lewis has openly declar- 
ed that once the auto strike is settled he 
plans to "move in" on the steel operators.

FLOOD EXPERT 


Colonel Ernest Graves of the Army En- 


gineers pi-obably knows more about floods 
than any other man in the country. For a 
quarter of a century floods have been his 
major job. He can reel off the dates and 
details of every time Old Man River has 
misbehaved in the past 100 years. 


For years he has sailed up and down the 


Mississippi, knows the location of every 
dike, its strength, and the force of water 
now attacking it. 


Reports from all over the Mississippi 


Valley flood his office. He handles them 
swiftly, but without excitement. Perhaps 
because he is deaf and like Thomas Edison 
is undisturbed by outside noises, his face 
is as calm and unconcerned as the reflect- 
ing pool of the Lincoln Memorial just be- 
neath his window. 


Graves is distinctly skeptical about the 


value of reforestation in flood control. 


"You take a dry sponge," he says, "and 


let water drop into it. It absorbs the water, 
and doesn't let any run off—for a while.

three players had passed, East felt 
that he might have at least a small 
slam hand, but freak distributions 
and misfits In partner's cards often 
upset all calculations.

That opening 
Wd o< two prevented him from bid- 
ding more spades. 


Play was unusual. 
South won 


his first and last defensive trick 
with the K of diamonds. Both 
closed' hands followed suit. 
Only 


the Q was missing-. Either North 
or declarer might hold it, BO South 
lad low. Declarer ruffed. 


Hew to play the hand to best ad- 


vantage, puzzled declarer. There 
were missing five trumps and six 
rlubs. An error in play might de- 


feat the contract. He might have 
to lose two tricks in trumps and 
one in clubs. Declarer led the Ace 
of club.-?. North's 10 fell. It must 
be a singleton. North would be 
crazy to play as he did unless 
forced to do so. 
There was no 


need of leading an established club 
suit, so declarer led the Ace of 
hearts. South showed out, mean- 
ing that declarer must lose two 
trump tricks to North. 
One of 


those might as well be a ruff, so 
dummy was put in with its 9 of 
clubs, as North refused to ruff. 
The reason was that he had no dia- 
mond to lead back, and thus would 
be forced to return either a trump 
or a losing spade up to dummy. 


Three leads of winning spades 


were run. 
On them declarer let 


go his remaining three clubs. At 
the ninth trick a 5o\v spade was 
led from dummy and ruffed by de- 
clarer, \vho had left only hearts 
The Q of hearts and then the J of 
hearts was led, but North passed 
both tricks. At last declarer had 
to lead from the 10-7, up to North's 
K-9, 
giving defenders a total of 


three tricks, which just enabled 
East to fulfill his contract. 


An opening lead of spades would 


not have defeated the contract. 
Dummy would have won the trick 
and declarer would have been en- 
abled to discard his lowest club. 
An opening lead of the 8 of clubs, 
with a cover in dummy and the 
play of North's 10 was the only 
lead which might have defeated 
the contract, by giving defenders 
a diamond, a club and two trump 
tricks.
